— The Emperor of 
China was reported dead at •! o'cloek 
this afternoon. IL had, however, been 
hnpnu^lhln to scciu-u ulllcial eoulirnia- 
tion of this annoiinconient at i! o'clock 
this evening. His mujesty was trans- 
ferred to the death clianiliur at 2 
o'clock ill the afternoon. At that hour 
he was still breatlilng. 

Two Imperial edicts were Issued from 
the palace this afternoon In rapid suc- 
cession, ;,the;^lirst,. makes Prince Chun 
regent of ',tH9';'0mplre, and the second 
appplhtflfhi8V;sbn;:.;Pu ^Yel, heir pre- 
isumptivel ' ^ 

Slniultaiieously; wlthvtlie removal of 
the Emperor; from' the TVlnte'r" palace 
to the death' chamber In' the '"Forbid- 
den City,"' the' nicmbers of the grand 
council assembled In the palace. The 
Dowager Empress was i)rosent at this 
nieoting and is reported to have 
swooned. At 4:30 Ihls afternoon a 
palace ofllclal of high standing, said the 
■JSmperor was still alive. All 'the gov^ 
ernnient ollices are deserted. The pal- 
ace is crowded with olllclals. 

I'rlnce Chun is a brother of the Em- 
peror. Ills name Is Tsal Feng. He 
tfucceeded to the title of his father. 
Prince Chun, in 1891. He Is a lieuten- 
ant-general of the Plain White Banner 
corps, and visited Germany In .1901 as 
a special commissioner from the 
throne. 

This last Illness of the Emperor's 
assumed a serious aspect a fortnight 
ago. It was Chen declared that he 
was suffering from grave Intestinal 
complaint. Ho lias persistently refus- 
ed to accept foreign medical attention 
or to talie foreign niP.dk'lne.'i, and has 
been attended only by Chinese practi- 
tioners. There are medical men hero 
attached to the British and German le- 
gations, who have stood ready to give 
their , services. - . " • ■ < - ■ 

Cliinatown generally was In Ignoranco 
last night of the reports from I'fkliit: 
of the death of the Emperor, and tho 
ple-gow dominoes clattered and llfo 
went, on as on otlxer nights; but many of 
the more Influential merchants were en'- 
gagGd In telegraphing to ttio Chinese 
Ambassador at AVashlngton to ascertain 
wlielher the doleful reports were true. 
Wlien tile news is confirmed Chinatown 
will go Into mourning; the shops will 
be closed for three days. . , 

Kuang Hbu,, the •Chinese ' Emperor rci' 
ported dead,': was. a pathetic figure. As 
a youth, under" -thi. rcgancy of the Em- 
pru.ss Dowager.''fTsu Hal, he w.is sur- 
rounded hy such- influences as tended to 
make him a debauched, weak and pliant 
young nian, and when he attained, man- 
hood bis one effort to talto icontrol, 
proniptoil by the teaclilngs of that band 
of reformers who were beheaded or 
forced Into flight, ho was promptly Im- 
prisoned, .-ind, although afterward given 
Ills freedom lie was never a ruler In ef- 
fect. He was ruler in name only. The 
Empress Dowager was the real ruler of 
China. Meanwhile the Kmperor, grad- 
ually weakening, so mucli so that the 
appointment of ait heir apparent was 
considered two years ago and al)uiidone(l 
because of the crisis It threatened to 
evoke, lias .been living under tile rule of 
llie Kmpress Dowager. 

Visitors to I'eking state that upon one 
of the islota of the lakeK In tlie !''nrbld- 
den city Is a very hoiiielv Ijuildlni,', a 
summer house, and there the J'.inperor 
was confined. Count Vay de Vaya, the 
prominent clerical traveler who visited 
Victoria a few years ago when returning 
from the Orient, In a hook descriptive 
of the travels, said: "Upon one of the 
Islets stands a summer hou.se, a veiy 
homely buildiijg looking ns If Its only 
purpo.so was to shelter happlne.s.s, but 
fate made a most gloomy prison of it.

San Francisco, Nov. 13. — Francis J. 
Heney, a leading ligurc In the jirose- 
cution of municipal corruption in San 
.Francisco, was sliot and seriously in- 
jured at ■i-.'J.'l o'clocit today in Judge 
Lawlor's courtroom by Morris Haas, a 
Jewish saloorikeeiier, who luul ijeeu ac- 
cepted as a juror in a previous trial of 
Abraham Ruef and afterwards remov- 
ed,, It having been shown in court by 
Heney that Haas was an ex-convict, a 
fact not brought out in his examina- 
tion as a venireman. 

Tho shoptjng of Heney occurred in 
the. presence of many persons In tho 
courtroom during a recess in the trial 
of J^braham I^uef, on trial for the third 
time oh : the charge of. bribery. 

At fr o'clodk tonight Mr. Heney, who 
regained consciousness and will likely 
recover, said: "I will live to prosecute 
Haas iind Ruef." 

Tlie physicians expressed the opinion 
tiiat tile assistant district attorney 
would live. It was ascertained that 
the bullet, which iiad entered the right 
cliock, had lodged under tho left ear 
and iiad not entered ills brain or sever- 
ed any important arteries or nerves. 
Mr. Heney was taken to tho Lano hos- 
pital, where ho is under tho care of 
skilled surgeons. 

It was during a ten minutes recess 
of court, while the jury was out of tlie 
courtroom, and after attorneys for ttic 
prosecution and defence hud returned 
to the courtroom from a short confer- 
ence with Judgo Lawlor In his cham- 
bers, tliat, Heney having resumed his 
customary seat and entered Into con- 
versation with Chief Clerk McCabe, ofl 
the district attorney's olJlce, Haas came 
forward from among tho spoctatora, 
approached' Heney and placing a re- 
volver against Honey's right cheek', 
(Irod. Instantly tlie courtroom was the 
scene of the greatest excitement. 

Haas was seized, and others hastened 
to' tidministe.r first aid to Heney, tlie 
blood' streaming from the wound. Med- 
ical aid :,>v:a8 summoned, and Mr. Heney 
was flrst" taken to ;the. Central Jjimer- 
gencjr lJ08pltal^;\Vhere,^;it;|:was ascer- 
tained that'/tho' wound was hot neces- 
sarily fatal. iHeney was then taken to 
the Lane hospital for more delicate 
tt^eatmcnt. 

.:;|After Mr. Heney had been removed 
frotti the courtroom, ' Judgo Lawlor 
called tho court to order, and had Mr. 
Ruef placed In, custody. Haas had lirst 
been thrown down and held by Hlui 
spectators who seized him, until the 
police arrived. 

He said lie shot Heney because the 
latter ruined him by exposing tho fact 
Mutt ho liad been an ox-convict. 

Iliias, when a venireman in the se- 
cond Ruef bribery trial, was put to 
sevei;(! examination by Heney while he 
was being oxamlncd for jury duty. Ho 
asserts tiiut Information brought out 
hy Henej- In his (juestlons resulted in 
the ruin of his business. 

When Heney fell shot tlirougii the 
temple, there was an Immediate rusli 
for the Jissassln, who was quickly sub- 
dued. Dr. H. A. Fink, who -ivas in tlio 
hiiilding at the time, rushed to Honey's 
assistance. 

Tliougli bodyguards who have been 
constantly emi)loyed to iirotcct Heney 
were within six feet of him, Haas drew 
a revolver and llred the .shot before 
any one in the court room realized 
what wu.s going on. 

Haas in the second Ruef trial had 
been passed ;is a juror, then one day 
in court Honey dramatically produced 
a pliotogrnph of Haas, talion at San 
Quentln penitentiary. In convict garb 
and with cropped head, with lils num- 
ber oicrosS his breast. Haas collapsed 
In- court;: admitting that he had been ji 
convict. '■ He. was' Immediately di.s- 
chit^d from' the' 'Jury. 

Haas statea''"' lifter the shooting: 
"Heney exposiBd by record. In court and 
ruined my business. I am even with 
him now, and' I do not care what 
happens to me." 

N6Vs of tho shooting' spread rapidly 
and} immense crowds gathered in tho 
corridors of the court building. A 
large force of police, headed by Chief 
BIggy, surrounded the building in 
which court was held and kept the 
crowd back. A number of arrests were 
made by tho police, who took Into 
custody men who were su.spected of 
being tliere to create trouble. 

Mr. Henoy's wife and her mother 
hurried to tho side of tho wounded 
man, as did also Father |Allen, of St. 
Ignatlu.s cluirch. 

In probing the wound tho doctors 
discovered that tho bullet entered the 
right check nnd penetrated tho molar 
b(Uie In a. downw.ard direction. 'J'hu 
bullet wa.'! found under tlu^ left ear. 
it (lid not ]ieiietrate tlie brain. The 
wound was not so serious as at Ih'st 
supposed. 

Haas in a statement said: "I am tiio 
wronged man. 1 do not care wliat bo- 
comes of mo now, I have sacrillced 
myself, not for my own honor, but for 
the honor of those who are situated 
like myself. I would not have brought 
my four ciilldren into the world to bear 
such a brand if I iiad Imown the fact 
that 1 WiiH a former convict would be- 
come known. Ilenoy ruined me; that 
Is why I .shot him." 

After tlie sliootlng Judge Lawlor 
called the court to order, and Immedi- 
ately ordered Ruef t.akeii into custoily. 
Attorney Asch and Attorney Dozler 
asked tlmt tho witness Gallaglior bo 
also taken Into custody, but the court 
declined to Issue tho order. Tho judgo 
then adjourned court until ten o'clock 
Monday morning.

PBINCE VDN BUELOW 
AND THE EMPEROR 



Tenure of Office Depends on 
Result of Interview Fixed 
for- Monday 



Berlin, Xov. 13. — Chancellor Von 
Buelow and his friends are so prepar- 
ing the iiolitical situation that If tho 
chancellor should retire after his au- 
dience at Kiel on Monday next, with 
Kmperor William, it will be because 
His iMajesty was not willing to concur 
In the declaration made In the Reich- 
stag by the olianccllor on Tuesday, 
that It was essential that the Emperor 
be more reserved in liis utterances in 
the future. 

Prince Von Buelow lias taken the 
jiosltlon that he rej)resents the entire 
people on this question, and because 
of tills he Is bound to interpret tlio 
n.atlonal will to llie sovereign, stand- 
ing or falling by his decision. While 
it canapt be .said that Prince Von 
Buolo™has talien counsel with all tho 
imperial ministers, he has been in 
consultation with some of them, and 
thoy support him actively. 

The ciiancellor submitted the ques- 
tion wliethor lie sliould reply further 
to criticisms of the emperor and liini- 
self to tho Prussian cabinet, which was 
in session In tiic relchstag building 
during yesterday. His colleagues 
wisliod hini not to do this, but to rest 
upon his speech of the previous day.

Tliii employee of 
the' Iiiteruu- (k-partniiMil witlit to tho 
iiospltal and told tli(' veti^ran lie wa.s 
in !i position to -liter his requesl ;ind 
got lilm a warrant, wlilcli lie could :iell 
for ?2,00n, of which $250 was to he a 
solatlunrfor ills information. 

The vet(;ran got out of the hospital 
In time to discover' that the-land grant 
was worth double the amount and that 
ho was being "worked" by the civil 
servant. This affair is now before the 
deputy minister. Others are In the air.

Mara, wlio was one of tb-e 
most prominent as well as ono of tiio 
most persistent in the ranks of tlioir 
iiu'iiilierslili), and for tho information 
wlilcli had been placed before Sir 
riiomus, as well as for tho pressure 
and tho inlluence Avhlch had boon 
brought to bear, that gontlomnn might 
not have consented to tho construction 
of this hotel, which as they all knew, 
would not bo equal to meet tho full 
requirements of the travel which 
would bo nt our very doors, dt all 
events, in the course of tho next few. 
years. (Hear, hear).

Suez, canal, while we have another line 
running to Europe by way of Cape 
Horn, with still aaotlier which cun- 
nects with the newly and vastly im- 
Iiroved railway coiiuminlcatlon across 
the Isthmus of Tcliiiantupec, in South- 
ern .Mexico, and hi addition we have 
Iiad a very large Increase in the coast- 
ing trade. (Hear, hear.) And as the 
facilities of this port llftoen years ago 
should have been grossly in excess of 
the then requlreriients, so today such 
an important port as. Vlotbrla. should 
always have at its eominand an anii)le 
margin In its facilities,. In order that 
developments as they may chance to 
arise, can bo Immediately taken care 
of. (Hear, hear ^ and applause.) For 
If steamers are' turned away owing to 
the lack of idisctaaTging and of loading 
facilities, they'are not' af all likely to 
come back when we can accommodate 
them. (Hear, hear.) 

In addition, a certain dock ,in Escpil-

wiiere would be attracted hero. (Hear, 
hear and applause.) While such steam- 
ers would also of a certainty distribute 
a certain amount of trade here, altoge- 
ther apart from the cargo which tliey 
might bring here, and tho cargo which 
they might take away. (Hear, hear 
and' applause.) Then comes uj) the 
fpiestlon whether Victoria cannot be; 
develojied Into a |)ort of traus-slilp- i 
nicnt, and whether vessels which now 
go to tlu! Sound uilglit not make large 
use of Vict<iria as a port of trans-.slilp- 
inent for various pdints upon this 
coast. (Hear, hear.) l''or many ves- 
sels would come here fnr the puriiose 
of dlscbarglng cargu if we- possessed 
the facilities lor landing goodH raiiidly 
and cheaply, because they riially ilo mil 
desire to \'islt the sinaller ports along 
the coast, (Hear, hear.) Again, the 
advlsalilllty ot building a, breakwater 
ini the outside with v,-liarves aleiig the 
p.-illas road has been discussed on 
many oi?casions, and although It may 
now lie too soon to urge the Immediate 
acconipllshiiuuit of such an enterprise, | 
I am nevertheless quite surd that if we: 
wait until our trade has developed far 
in excess of our facilities, before we 
begin to carry out' such designs v e 
will Inevitably find that this trade will 
not, on Its part, await the develoj)- 
ment of these facllitlesv which In Itself 
would probably consume several, yen s.

J\Iara, as M'ell proliably as other geii- 
tlcnien, who ha\'e seen the huge ships 
which enter the ports upon the other 
side of tlio Paclllc, where It is no un- 
coinnion sight to see in the harbor at 
one time from 15 to 30 steamers, of 
from 10,000 to 12,000 tons each, must 
be well aware that such is tlio case.

It is quite clear that wo do 
not possess at tho present time a 
dock suftlclent to aceonimodato tliem. 
(Hear, hear). While moreover at this ! 
very Juncture, larH;e vessi-ls are either j 
omitting this coast altuKelher from 
their itinerary, or else these; vessels 
are being dcspaLched to American | 
ports whe.ro new and lari;er docks than | 
we possess, are heln,^ established, j 
(Hear, hear). In addition to tin.! naval I 
question, which must of coursi! i)er- i 
haps be largely decided at home, 1 
might point out that the tircsent dock 
I is a gcjcernmeui doci;, and further, that 
as long as It so exists, this fact must 
in itself and to a lai'Ke extent, bleick 
till' prtisecution ef any iirlvate enter- 
jH'ise. (Hear, hear). Since it v.'as built 
smne -0 years iiKo, there has be..'ii an 
extraordinary devi'lopmeiit both in the 
amount of the vessel iLiiinage a.-^; well 
as in the trade of tin! coast, and in 
the number of ves.^eis reipilrhii? docli .'ic- 
C'lmniodation, and therefore both upon 
cominercial and naval grounds, we are 
pi-rfectly jiistilieil in asking for a Very 
serious as wtdl as jjroiniit considera- 
tion of the facts, which are laid down 
ill this, report,, (iiear, hear), while we 
have In addition thc.^ight to urge upon 
tho government not only serious con- 
sideration of but also a favorable de- 
cision up.oh our request.

Favors. Enlarging Dock 
.Mr. Tcmpleman said he had come 
for the purpose rather of rocalvtng, in- 
formation than of Klving his vleyya. . 

It was ah error to say tUat the 
naval station at Esquimau was under 
the control of the Dominion govern- 
ment, for as a matter of fact, it liad 
never been transfern'd lo t.'anada, and 
they had no jurisdiction, this being 
toilay entirely in the hands of Im- 
lierlal otiicers. \Vhile It was true that 
the lleet had been wlllidiawn from 
I':siiulnialt, it had also l.iren withdrawn 
from other outlyini,' points. 

'I'he property at ilalirax had, how- 
ever, bei'ii lraiiSL..rrnl to Canada, 
which liad undertak'u malnleuaiice 
resi)onsibilily, although it wa.s also 
true that the Imperial government 
hold the option of re-tuklng possession 
of it at any timo in the event of war. 

The aiithorltles at pitaWa some- 
times thought that the non- transfer at 
Ms(iulinalt was due to the Admiralty, 
and meant th.at sonioday the liect 
Would be brou^^ht back to Ksi|tilmalt. 
\\'liil..,. they hail no control over the 
iia\al station at l';si|uiinall, t.'onstance 
cove liad been tlU'Liwii oiicil for the 
USr of slilpiilng. 

In respect to the dry dock, he hail 
hardly nri.\- \-|e-,vs to offer, althoii.eh he 
(piite concurred in everything wiilch 
was said in the report, lie did not 
think that the members of the Hoard 
could, generally siieakini^, jiroperly un- 
derstand tho tremendous dilliculties 
connected with the getting of a dock 
built through private enterprise, and 
none, save a few upon the lakes, had 
III en so constructed. 

The iloeks at both Esquimau and 
at ll.ilifax had, he believed, lioen 
largely subsidized liy the Imperial .uov- 
eriiiiieiit. St. .lohn's, i\ew liiimswieK-, 
a It lioii!,'li ;i \-ory large shipping port, 
did not possess a private dock, ;ii.d 
while the I in presse.-Kjilied there, they 
could iiul do.'h tlii-re. A.s niuc'h as 
tire or seven years aj;o, .Mr. Robertson, 
the then ii,a.\-or of St. .lolin's tinder- 
look to form a coi'iiiaii;,- for i!io pur- 
pose of buliding a private diiclc, and 
though ho spent a year in Ijondon 
trying to interest tho Admiralty, anil 
though ho had an offer of a 2 '/a per 
cent upon a million from the Dominion 
government, raised afterwards to 3 
per cent, ho had failed and still St. 
John's required a dry dock very much. 
Again, a similar attempt on the part 
of Vaiieonver appeared to have boon 
attended with the same result. In re- 
spect to l';sipiiiiial(, a city lirni had ap- 
plied to the ;;o\-erninent for a ;i per 
cent bond miarantce' o\-er a y,.,.,,- ago 
w-ilh ihe view of biilldiiifT a lloaling 
(lock at l';s(|iiliiialt and while this mat- 
ter had been for a lonif time under 
conslderalion, nothing had b,'en ilono. 
Ho himself , bad been In .sonu^ doubt 
as to whether • ho' would suppm-t thl.s 
proposition or hot, or whctlior \tho 
government-would, bo JuBtllied in sub- 
.sldizlng a private enterprise, practi- 
cally to the iiijiir.s' of the government

Th" few iloi ks at J<iii(;stoii and Col- 
Inijwood. lake jiorts, had obtalmal J3n- 
iiiliilon iild, and he frankly admitted 
I hat the arguments presented woi-o 
much stronBcr In the cuse o^ iistjul- 
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malt for a large doclc, which would 
accommodate large \ essels and be use- 
ful In the future In the event of W.ar, 
than they were in the case of eastern 
cities. 

llo had really no views to urge, 
further than to ndviso tliat their ar- 
guments in suiiport of their demand 
for a dock at i'lsiiu inialt ought to he 
continued and pressed upon the atten- 
tion of tho Minister of Public Works 
and the Governor-General.

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AN ELECTION AND ITS LESSONS, 

The extraordinary reverse which 
the Libi:ral.s sustained in British Col- 
umbia cannot be ascribed to any ono 
'i^iatuse, but' is so conspicuous an occur- 
rence that it Is of public Interest to 
oxamine Into some of the reasons to 
Aviilch It was due. As In all elections 
till' iicr.'5onal eciutition counted for a 
tfi-cat (iL'al. 'PcniplL'inaii, who was 

»i(.'ffatca in tills city, has failed in a 
jnarked manner to exhibit those quali- 
tlp's, which win personal popularity. A 
Kond citizen, witli a good (leal of cour- 
as(.', and a man who has a I'loan record 
both In public and jirlvate life, lie 
lacks tliat sort of capacity for a poli- 
tical caj-eer, without which continued 
^UL•^'ess is lni|)Ossibli'. Mr. Jlclniies, 
who was di?foati d in ^'ancouvpr, with 
;U1 his very remarkable equlpineiit for 
campaign work, lias not aclii('\-eil the 
reputation in his public record, wliicli 
commended him to a large and Infiu- 
ontlal section In his own party. Mr. 
'.lardine, who was defeated in Now 
A\'estminster, was liaudicaiiped to some 
extent by the circumstances under 
^yhlch ho was nominated. Mr. Ross, 
who was defeated In Yale-Cariboo, has 
not made a iiarliamentary record cal- 
eiilated to inspire oonlldeiice. Mr. 
Cui'tis, who was defeated in Kootenay, 
lias certain h'.losyncraciey, which do 
not render liiin as acceptable to as 
,many» people^ as .his undoubted , talents 
Wglit otherwise ina&ei film.' The ilbcra! 
jioniination.s were to a large extent of 
the iiiaehine eliunieter, and the out- 
come of the elections Is the conipleto 
discrediting of the machine. 

But the personal equation would not 
of itself explain the remarkable over- 
turn. Tt uas due In a large measure 
to the innueiiee of the members of the 
provincial government, whose admin- 
istration of the affairs of British Col- 
umbia has been such -as has commanded 
confldoncc. The provincial- govern - 
government .-i.s such played no part in 
the 0011 test. A st.'itement appeared in 
an eastern Liberal paper to the effect 
that the government financed the Con- 
j'seryative campaigri In this province, 
but the only foundation for this was 
ln,the Imagination of tlic irresponsible 
■Jldrson wiio suggested it. Some of the 
ministers contributed their best efforts 
toyvard.s the .success of the candidates 
. of their party, but there is no war- 
rant for the suggestion that the gov- 
ernment as such took any jiart what- 
ever In the .struggle. At the same time 
it may . be fairly claimed that the 
conapiciibtis success which Itas attend- 
ed the admlnl.stratlon of affairs during 
the ])roniiorsl-.ip of Mr. MeBiide lias 
greatly strengthened the iiopularity of 
itho provincial ministers and added to 
•the pre.'^tige of the t'onscrvatixc party. 

The question of Oriental immigra- 
tion also contributed to the result. 
Thousands of people saw In the elec- 
tion an oiiporiiunity to place thomselvos 
on I'ccord as oiiposed to any Inlliix of 
people from Asia. They believed that 
by voting for Liberal candidates they 
would bo understood as approving of 
the present ftatus of this highly Im- 
portant poli'tlcal question, and the 
result of the election must be under- 
stood as a ds'claratiou liy British Col- 
umbia tliat it has not In any way re- 
ceded from its advanced position in 
rcspcbt to Oriental exclusion. 

i?oiibtless the hostility to the general 
policy iif the goveniiiient as exempli- 
lied in the very great increase of ex- 
penditures and the loss of confidence 
engendered by the disclosures In 
regard to administration grer.tly 
strengthened the position of tiic Con- 
si'rvutlvo candidates, but speaking 
with all frankness, we cannot say that, 
in our humble judgment, this was the 
determlnlug factor In the campaign. 

We come now to what we think may 
he regarded as the principal reason 
■\vliy in a ja-ovinee, wliieh at tlii' last 
election went solidly Liberal, only one 
J/lberal candidate was elected at the 
• lolls, and even he did not secure any- 
lliiiig like a ina.ioril>- of the vote east, 
'I'his reason was that llie Laurler 
ministry, a:i represented by :\lr. Tem- 
j)lemaii, was hostile to ever.v claim 
inesentcd at Ottawa on beiialt of this 
province. Haying opposed the pro- 
vince in everything, ^!ven In those 
matter.-! upon which the ]irovinciai 
Libm-als were In sympathy with tlie 
provincial Conservatives, ilr. Tetuiile- 
luan and his follow candidates had no- 
thing to ifall Isack upon when con- 
fronted with other lssue». l-'or example, 
when the Asiatic question was pressed 
jis a i-eason for defeating them, they 
c-ould not cite a single Instance in 
wlilch they had espoused the cause of 
the province. The extraordinary at- 
titude taken by the newspaper, which 
may be supposed to reflect Mr. Teui- 
jileman's \iews, upon every qucstlun 
arising between the pnivlncc and the 
Dominion, contributed more to create 
a feeling of hostility to the whole Llb- 
liral contingent . than any other one.

:■" A DRY DOCK. 

'jjOiiie of the matters which were dis- 
cussed yesterday afternoon at the 
Board of Trade. \vas the necessity of 
providing at Esqulinalt dry dock ac- 
commodation which will be In keep- 
ing witli the growing needs of tills 
coast of Canada. The discussion arose 
oyer a report prepared some months 
ago ■ by a special -committee of the 
Board in which stress was laid upon 
the necessity of proviiliiig a dock lua-e 
thai' will be equal to the- demands of 
com'neree and be available for the use 
of the vessels of the Royal navy. The 
report attached very much Importance 
to the latter point. In •view of the fact 
tliat on the borders of the Xorth Ta- 
clflc ocean there ls:':pnly one dock 
under the British flag In which 
a modern slilj) of war can ho 
repaired, namely i.liat at Ilong Kong, 
and we do not know If that one Is 
large enough for the largest vessels. 
It occurred to the special committee 
that a timely and valuable contribiitlo;i 
on tlu! iiart of Canada to the defence 
of the Empire would bo the construc- 
tion of a large dodc at Esquimalt. The 
existence of a fleet is based upon the 
assumption that iiostilitles ma.v arise, 
and the need of dockage facilities on 
tills coast to wliicii the ships of the 
fleet eoulil resort Cor repairs in tile 
case of war scarcely requires any 
argument. 

Another report to which the report 
referred was the Increasing size and 
numbers of the vessels engaged in the 
trans-Pacific trade. We have been 
told by Sir. Thomas Shaughne.ssy .that 
the Atlantic Empresses will' come to 
this coast. AVc know that a jiart of 
the policy of ihc Grand Trunk Pacific 
is to place steamships on the Pacific. 
These vessels cannot bo docked at 
Esquimalt and It Is very unreasonable 
to expect private capital to bo forth- 
coming, for an enterprise of- this' kind; 
and while wo slioiild bo very sorry to 
iippear opposed to any efftft't" that 
miglit be made by any business firm 
to secure the government .assistance 
that wo;i'.d be available for a floating 
dock, as at present advlsi.'d we iliink It 
would be very much in tlie int(-resls of 
all concerned that there should be a 
large government dock provided. 

The question was • raised at the 
Board as to whether a new dock or the 
extension of the present one is the 
more desirable, as the object of the 
efforts of the Bpar^.. Without expert 
information we are ifhablo to say If 
the present dock can be enlarged with- 
out expense almost as great .is the 
cost of a new one. Another dock is 
really what we ought to have if we 
can get If, and possibly It might be 
so located that the inaeliincr.v now 
in use could to some extent bo uti- 
lized for the new one. If this could 
be done the cost of operating, and 
management would be shared between 
the two docks. At the present stage 
of the question tliese matters of detail 
need not bo considered. The thing to 
be done Is to decide upon wliat course 
Is best to be taken, and urgp that up- 
on the government by every means In 
our power. The committee of the 
Board, which will have this matter in 
hand, will doubtless take all proper 
steps to acconipllsli the desired re- 
sult. 

■\Vc may close this reference by 

mentioning the undertaking into wlilch 
the Dominion entered when tills prov- 
ince became a part of Canada. The 
Federal government pledged. Itself to 
use Its Influence to have the naval 
station at Ks(iuimalt maintained. The 
word maintain in such a (Ii)cument 
has a wide meaning. It Implies that 
the establishment that will be kept up 
will he equal to the growing require- 
ments of the navy. \Te grant that 
the Dominion did not promise such 
maintenance, but we draw attention to 
the fact that the policy of Canaila. as 
It has been developed is to relieve 
the United Kingdom of certain things 
Ip connection with the defence of this 
country. In pursuance of that policy 
tile na\al eslablisliment at ftallfax has 
been taken over ami that at Esquimalt 
may be transferred to the Dominion 
at any day. "We submit that this trans- 
fer of contract carries with it an obli- 
gation to do .at lOsquimalt that which 
the Dominion pledged itself to urge 
the British government to do. When 
we ask that the obligation in regn.-d 
to the nav.al station may bo fulfilled 
11 Is no answer fi.ir liie Dominion to 
say that the station is to bo taken 
over by Canada, but rather that taking 
over Is an argument why the Dominion 
sliould com pi;- with the spirit of lis 
undertaking and jilace Esquimalt In a 
condition to be a station to which 
the sliips of the Royal navy can resort 
for repairs. , .

In an .iddrcss at Kingston, Ont,, the 
oilier day, before the alumni confer- 
ence. Prof. Aduni Shortt, of the Civil 
Service Commission, made some <jb- 
servatlons on tho question of the set- 
l lenient of labor dlsinitos— ;ilways an 
interesting tnpic. Wo quote: "The 
world was not all going wrong, and 
matters would adjust themselves. The 
people did not take cognizance of the 
hundreds of cases where strikes were 
satisfactorily settled, and were mueli 
concerned when one case was not set- 
tled. It was muvlse for a company to 
employ a man wlio would raise trouldi>, 
and It was equally bad for tlic union 
to have In their ranks men who Wi re 
discontented and looking for trouldi-, 
A elo;:ed simp was uhjeeliunable, 
.Many Intelligent men made the mistake 
of having an entirely union shop. Some 
people thought that it was not right to 
have Canadian unions controlled by 
men in the United Stales. The sjjeaker 
had found by i xperieiice, however, lliat 
the men from the I'niled States had 
been In the business for years and liad 
passed the fire-eating stage. The 
unions were retiring their fiery and 
troublesome members to tho back seats. 
In the case of tlio reci-nl Canadian 
Pacillc Railway strike, in which the 
men were not Justified jin striking, the 
general public favored the company, 
and in most cases tlio press was 
strongly in favor of the decision 
readied by tlie hoard of arbitralion." 



In an extended interview whicli .she 
gave a Dally News representative be- 
fore leaving Scotland, Miss Florence 
Holbrook, iirinciiial of ono of the 
largest schools in Clilcago, found iiuieh 
to commend in the vducational sys- 
tems of the old land. Some of her 
observations are ])arlicularly interest- 
ing. We (luote: "One thing that 
struck me very mueli was tin- splen- 
did manner in whieli the school chil- 
dren, both in l-higland .and In Scotland, 
can idiig.

I can't give the same explana- 
tion for the line singing of the chil- 
dren in Scotland. The Ir.'iining stienis 
excidlent, and then you have so many 
patriotic and beautiful ballads that 
they sing. Really, to me it was very 
remarl<ablo. In .\nTorlca singing is 
considered a wo ain's art, and not 
much attention is paid to the training 
,01: boys. In muBic.. In English and Scot- 
tish schools It is" different. What 
struck me about the school singing 
I heard was that it was ail done witli 
so much joy and evident rcU.sh on the 
part.ol the .children. ■ Now I just want 
to' say two words to you about another 
matter which has greatly Impressed 
me, and that is tho courtesy of your 
people and your children. AVe could 
do with a little more of that In Amer- 
ica. In America the child Is developed 
to do till' best he can for himself or 
hvrself; in lOngland and In Scotland 
It seems to mo that you train them

A dolegatlon of Ceoilla street own- 
er.s .^waited upon the commlttco and 
nslcod that tho street bo graded and 
macadamized ■' and permanent side- 
walks be laid ns well a.s a bridge built 
over a ravine tlirough which the 
thoroughfare runs.

City Band Dissolves— Effort 

to Be Made to Bring Back 
Old Bandsman 



The City band as a musical organ- 
ization is no more. Last night the de- 
cisive action was taken by the mem- 
bers by which tho career of one of 
tills city's musical organizations was 
brought to a close. At a meeting of 
the bandsmen It was decided that In 
view of tho apparent lack of Interest 
shown by many of the members and 
the failure to turn out for practice It 
were better to dissolve the band. The 
proposition was advanced by some 
that tho organization might bo reor- 
ganized under tho name of Rogers' 
band. Bandmaster Rogers to remairi' 
as leader, but after considerable dis- 
cussion this proposal was voted down. 

Coincident with th'? determination to 
dissolve, the suggestion was advanced 
that every effort should be- made to 
secure the return to Victoria of J. M. 
Finn, the former- 'Victoria band leader, 
who several years ago was head of 
tlie Victoria band which, under his di- 
rection, became the prem'lcr musical 
organization of its kind on the . entire 
coast. Mr. Finn was without doubt 
the most capable bandmaster Victoria 
ever posses.sed and the great succtss 
which he met with aftor'his departure 
from this city made his band known 
throughout North America as ono of 
the linest musical a.ggregations In the 
United .States or Canada. Under Ills 
leadershij) l''inn's band was one of the 
leading attractions at the Trans- 
Mlsslssippi fair in ISO? at Omaha, and 
.«lnce then ho has made a name for 
himself In the musical world. 

Recent letters from Mr. Finn to 
friends here Indicate that he would be 
glad to return to Victoria .and an ef- 
fort will be made to have him do so. 
Should he return it is predicted that 
under his direction Victoria ~' would 
•soon have a band which would out- 
class anything of the kind on the 
coast. The proposition is now being 
considered and in a short time those 
Interested will start a campaign for 
fund.s witli which to organize a new 
band under the leadership of Mr. Finn 
should ho consent to return hero.

In 
union there Is .strength, and all the 
societies of the city are represented In 
the council. 

'I'hc movement to provide a really 
adeituate .Seamen'.s Institute is one that 
mu.st eoumiend it.self to tlu! citizens of 
A'ictoria. The shipping IntiTest 1.'^ now 
tmd win continue to be one of the most 
Important In the city. That so very 
little has been done in a public way 
to provide for the wants of the pallors 
who from time to time Visit our port 
shows how thoughtless a really genor- 
ou.s people can be. It does not need 
an Intimate acquaintance with condi- 
tions on the waterfront to realize that. 
If there were in Victoria a building 
which sailors could look upon as a 
home and where they could spend their 
row hours on shore In comfort and 
Innocent recreation, many would avail 
themselves of the opportunity to do .so. 
In winter especially numbers of .seal- 
ers and other seafaring men .spend 
much of their tln\e In the city. Some 
have a claim on the hospitality of the 
citizens which they can not in their 
private capacity fullil. Yet If Vic- 
toria Is prosperous it owes Its prij.s- 
perity In no small measure to the men 
who brave dangers and endure hard- 
ships of whicli the iandsiiieii know 
little In order to bring to tlie city 
the productions of distant countries. 
Of all the servants of comnu-rce they, 
lierhaps, make the least iirelit. Yet 
the world owes a great debt to her 
able-bodied seamen, a debt it has al- 
ways been slow to paj'. If the l^adies' 
. Guild of the Seamen's Institute, can 
i make the iieoiile of A'ictnriii feel that 
the men. and lads, who from time to 
time visit what we hope will one day 
be the most im|)ortant port on the Pa- 
citlc coast, have a claim on the good- 
will and sympathy of every "citizen 
they will do ;i good work and one 
whose influence will be far reaching. 
To women especially those husbands 
and sons of wives and mothera in- far- 
away homes have a right to look for 
such welcome: as they can give. It is 
not much -that wo can, do, -but that 
little should bo' done promptly, arid 
eheerfuliy; To provide in bur city- one 
home that -will be always be open to 
the sailor Is the least that we in this 
city of happy homos ought to do. 

In these days when there are many 
Hubjects to be studied there is sonic 
! danger tliat those of the most Im- 
i iiortanec^ will bo neglected. Among 
I tliese is the practice of committing to 
I memory poems or otlier portions of 
I good iite-ralure. l':ven the .smallest 
' children delight to listen to pretty 
] verses and can be easily taught to 
repeat them. If from tlielr (.•arllest 
years their mcniorii's were trained 
what a store of literature the,, young 
man or woman would possess.' Much 
would, of course, be forgotten but the 
thoughts and images would have bo- 
come a .i>art ,6f the inner life. The 
capacity for recalling at will the words 
In which the poet has clothed his 
beautiful thoughts is one of the most 
valuable gifts of the i)ubllc .speaker. 

I3ut It Is to busy men or women. 
es|,ecially those wlio nre engaged in 
nieehanleal ocrcupiitions. tli;Lt this 
knowledge is of most value. The words 
oC many a favorite j)assage steal Into 
j the mind and lighten the labor.s of the 
I busy housewife a.s she piu'.siies what 
Jiilght else be a dreary round of duty. 
I The mother, who Is ready to repeat to 
the little ones, the merry rhymes and 
musical verses learned .in her own 
childhood, has a resource, that ■ is al- 
ways at command and that is far more 
valuable than the most costly collec- 
tion of to.vs that wealth could pur- 
chase. The farmer in the field, the 
miner ;it his solitary task, the sailor 
on hl.s lonel.N- watch and whoever has 
tluie for thought while hands ;ir(: busy 
will fmd that 'if all the knowleilge 
acquired in youth, noni? serves a better 
purpose than the passages with which, 
]>erhaps half unconsciously tlic mem- 
ory was stored. To the student the 
liabit oi' learning ([uickly and of re- 
taining fiinily, which this exercise 
tends to create, is invaluable.. It would 
be hard to And any other subject that 
Is of such universal value even apart 
from the training it affords. T^ot no 
teacher, then, th.ink that the time is 
wasted which tin.' children spend in 
learning by , heart the poems in tlieir 
readers or any other si.'lections suita- 
ble to their >e:irs. When mathemati- 
ca! lU'oblems, algebrnle f(.ii'mula, tiibies 
of dati'H and genealogies and the te.xt 
of acts of iiarliament have been clean 
forgotten these will remain to enrich 
and brighten thi' lives of tbi; student. 

If any one thought that those who 
undertook to banish tuberuulosi-s from 
our now province would have an easy 
task the perusal of Dr.' Fagan's speecii 
at the laying of the foundation stone 
of the sanitarium at Tranquill would 
dispel the Idea. Tet to the thought- 
ful reader the speecli showed that 
though a very dlffii;ult, it wa.s not a 
liol)i'less one. The munber. In the hos- 
pital at Tranciulll, conslilering the size 
of the province Is not large, even al- 
lowing that more patients would liav(^ 
nijplied If there; had been room fm' 
them, the .small number gives gromid 
for hope.

While pro\-l.'don ought I'o be. made, and 
made at onee in mir own city for the 
care of hopeies.s cases, .still we are 
thankful to sa.v that .such ca.ses are 
rare. If, then, provision Is bein.g made 
for the cure of all who ciin h- euri'd, 
if Wit prepiiv.' a place where friend- 
less patients can be cared for, and 
If, above all, wo learn hPW,. to, wait on 
our own loved ones si9j^.aS;'','.tb;;'rguard 
jigalnst danger of Infeijtldn.' tho time 
will not bo. tar distant wheh; British 
Columbia will bo ' free frpiii; this dls- 
oiisc. We need not..- look ' forward to 
the long and all but hopeles battle 
which older communities must wage 
against this Insidious foe. 

But if wo are to be successful ;\ve 
must bo willing to placo at'.'the. dis- 
posal of thoso who arc cn^a!gi3d. In 
the battle the sinews of war. Since 
the government has not scon Ut ,to 



place the sanifarlum on the same foot- 
ing as the lunatic asylum and to tax 
the whole community wo must bo 
ready to tax ourselves.

Tliev are now fairly on 
the road toward the nigbtniaro called 
civilization, and before long .they may 
oven havo suffragette clubs Snd 'be 
fuUv Initiated Into tbe system of trial 
marriages which prevails hero tinder 
th^ protection of our divorce laws. So 
far as 'wc niav judge from rclliiblo 
accounts of harcr,-. lifi- in Turkey, the 
lot of the marrleil women in Turkey 
.seems to be by no means unenviable. 
Domestic concnrd Is the rule rathiu- 
tiian the , exception, and the Interests 
of the woman are protected as nnicli 
by the laws of the land as by the 
kindliness and Indulgence of tlin hus- 
band. The Turkish woman Is now 
\'erv much in the po.sition of her pro- 
genitor K\'i' wlien she left the Garden 
of Kden. exeipt that Evo was driven 
forth, whereas her descendant has gone 
voluntarily. Her emancipation may 
lead to ultimate Wisdom. There Is a 
possibility of it, but her progress 
thereto will bo a painful one.— Satur- 
day night.

Regiment to Guard a Baby 

Krom till' moment tliat little Alexis, 
the Infant heir to the throne of Rus- 
sia, steps out of Ills col in the morning 
until his curly head snuggles again in 
the pillow at sunset, his ever.\' move- 
ment is watched over by a lynx-eyed 
general, a tall, handsome man, who 
wears a, gorgeous unlforin sparkling 
with stars and medals, in charge of a 
special regiment of Cossacks. 

When the young I'l'lnee is liiiliiors, in 
the vast palace, lii,s liodyguanl is there 
also. The soldiers stand like stalue.s 
In the corridors, seeing and .hearing 
everything, but' never by- word or sign 
betraying the fact that they are alive. 
When the child -Is taken Into the great 
garden, there ^the soldiers also are sta- 
tioned. In trie dark shadows of ilio 
l>lno trees stand fur-clad Cossacks 
with fixed bayonets, silent and mo- 
tionless. As the curly-headed young- 
ster, enveloped In priceless furs, romiis 
by in his games, building snow- 
houses, or snowballing his nurse, the 
nearest men present arms, silently and 
j'e\-erentially. The gates of the gar- 
den are zealously guarded by more 
sentinels, and none may enter without 
the password. 

Xo other little boy In the world is 
guarded so assiduously against lurk- 
ing jierils. By the express wl.shcs of 
both the Czar and Czarina, this mili- 
tary protection of the Czarevitch must 
be constant, but not onerous to him. 
The resiionslbility weighs heavily upon 
General A'ladimir Dedjulin, Governor 
of the Peli'rliof I'alaee, and it is min- 
gled with an ever-jiresent danger. Ded- 
julin knov.s that he will be assassinat- 
ed If any one of the Terrorists can 
reach hi in in an unguarded moment. 
Me is a'.vare that his three predeces- 
sors In this respoii.slble position met 
with ugly deaths, and the liarborlng 
of these memories causes him lo exer- 
cise unrelaxing vigilance, \vlilch only 
can save him from a similar fate. 

But this Russian general boasts a 
stout lieart, and would gladly lay down 
his life to save that of his master, the 
Czar, or that of the boy heir to the 
throne. Ills own duty • Is to protect 
them. The Czar is a comparatively 
easy man to guard, but he Is. always 
surrounded by .soldiers; he has a great 
staff of officers armed with'-swords 
and pistols; but the baby Czarevitch, 
not yet four years old, must bo watch- 
ed over in his bed, at plaj- in the nurs- 
ery and the snow. He and his sisters 
must have perfect freedom to play 
their games, ride their Shetland ponies 
build snow forts and slide down hills 
on their bob-sleds, and they must 
never realize that the silent soldiers 
who follow in their footsteps from 
morn till night do so for their safety. 

And yet on one occasion a man got 
through. It hapi>cned when Alexis 
was but seven months old. The plot 
was hatched in 'Vienna, .and there is no 
doubt that at that period, had it been 
the cause of the death of the Czare- 
vitch, It would have led to the over- 
throw of the Russian dynasty. One 
of the palace carts came in one day 
bringing forage as usual, and exai tly 
how It was that a man came to be 
concealed In that carl among the straw 
win probably never be known; but it 
was thus concealed that hf came to 
the Imperial iirenilses. and was found 
wandering about suspiciously near the 
liiwn wliero the Royal children have 
their iilayground. In vain he protest- 
ed that he was one of the liiiperial 
tradesmen who had lost his way. The 
Russian police, who can bo as astute 
as any in the. world 'when they like 
had wind of a plot In course of prepar- 
ation, and, though they had missed 
their man, it did 'not take them long 
to put two and two together when 
they found him again. 

The regiment .which forms tho 
Czarevitch's bodyguard is composed of 
llfty of tho most loyal and trusted 
Cossacks, They are big men, and 
have been promoted Into the regiment 
for some special act of bravery. Twen- 
iy men form the day staff, and are 
stationed at dllfereiit positions 
tlirougliout the jialacc and grounds. 
They go on duty as soon as their 
charge o])ens his eyes in the inorning, 
and remain stationed until he is asleep 
again at night. Their pkues are 
taken by reserves from the regiment 
at meal-tlinos, and only three picked 
men,, in company with General Di d- 
Julln, actually asao'olate with, and fol- 
low, the Czarevitch' throughout the 
day. At jnight, two 'sentinels remain 
stationed outside tho door of the Royal 
.sleeidng apartment, two under each 
window, whilst the General himself 
sleeps with one eye o)ieu in the m/xt 
room, and often makes a tour of the 
building to see that the men arc still 
faithful lo their duty. 

In 110 other country are such strin- 
gent precautions necessar.v mm the 
safeguarding of a Ro.val head. Hut in 
Russia the Nihilists and Terrorists are 
without mercy, and schemes for the 
destruction of tin- Imperial baby an- 
being iilaiuicd and thwarted every day. 
Thus General. Dedjulin breathes an at- 
mosphere of perpetual danger. 

He knows that his food or drink may 
be poisoned; that tho very sentry at 
his door may l.ie an assassin. It takes 
a bravf man lo stand this life — with 
his .-inns holdiiig back the rising tide 
of revolt from ovei ■.vhelmlng his mas- 
ter and heir. 

"Within a few da>s of the hirlli of 
tli'^ Czarevitch the Infant's lite was 
Insured for half a inllllon pounds. 
Tills Is a comparatively small sum, 
for the Grand Duchess Olga, the eldest 
child, -.vas Insured for ? 1, 000,000 within 
ten days of hcr birth. Moreover a 
Ininklng account was opened for the 
baby and into It Is paid every three 
months a checiiio on the National Bank 
of Russia from tho Government, which 
allows tho threc-ycar-ol4 .child 47((-

To Make Washing Easy. 
:Man\- excellent houseliceper.s di.s- 
ngree as to the best nU'thod of wash- 
ing Willie clothes. Some of them pre- 
fer lo soak tludr dollies overnight In 
cold w.'iler. Others who are equally 
Kood managers, after examining iL'acli 
idece lo see if lliere are any stains 
iir spots tliat need special attention, 
plungi^ them Into boiling hot soapsuds 
and let them stand for several hour?, 
or overnight. This latter method 
seems to draw out tho dirt quite 
thoroughly, as the water Itself will 
attest next morning. The cloths are 
then lifted out of this water into cl-an 
warm water, tin.' few soiled places that 
remain are rubbed out and the clothes 
:iro put In the boiler to come to the 
boiling point. If the water is hard, 
a. tublespoonful of washing soda, but 
no more, should be added to every 
gallon of water in llio boiler, the soda 
being first dissolved in a little boiling 
\valer. If it is put in without molt- 
ing it may eat a hole In tho clothes. 
If the water is soft, a little melted 
soap should bo rubbed .'-.over •;: each 
lilcco as It IH put In the boiler. "Very 
few of the best laundresses boll their 
clothes longer than three minutes, 
just long enough to allow tlioui lo be 
thoroughly scalded. Longer boiling 
only tends to niako white clnlhes 
yellow. When tlie clothes are taken 
from the holier Hie water they were 
liolled In should iie poured over them, 
and they Hlioulil be allowed to stand 
in It several hours or overnight. No 
woman who does this will ev.'r bo 
troubled with yellow clotheH. There 
H no better wy to bleach them In 
winter.— New York Tribune.

The English Game. 
Though at. the present limo there are 
three different classes of rugby I'oot- 
liiill, each under different rules the 
American and I'anudian giimes both 
owe their Inception to the .-arlier 
start of the game in 1-higland. l-"roni 
the (-arliesi lime a riiili men tary game 
had been a popular form of sport in 
main- parts of Creat ilritiiiii, and in 
tile I'lld established schools fnotball has 
been a regular sport amongst the boys. 
I'liei-e gradually arose varlou-s do- 
v lopnu nts of the orglnal game; or 
what appears to have been li some- 
what rough form of horse play began 
to tnUo definite shape as a game, witli 
a donnlte object and definite rub s. 

The school boys after their stuilles 
li.-id been (-ontiri'ued were ruixious to 
" ] 1<( I'p up the game and clubs were 
i f'u-ined. It was from lids cause that 
the game lirst c.-ime into Its own. .At 
this time, however, the rule-s were 
vufcue, but they soon Improved upon, 
and the splendid game now SO popular 
In i\ll parts of the UnltedT Kingdom 
grew in favor. , ' 

Rapid as had been the spread ot 
the game between the years 1850 and 
1S70, It was was as nothing to what 
h.'ippened In the following twenty 
ve-nrs, and frojii then on till tin- |ire- 
.sellt day. In the .\eai- ISTl the l-:i!g- 
llsli Rugby Union was fornied, and 
other unions were soon afteiuards 
founded, so that tlie game grew anil 
grew l:i favor and the laws of the 
Miigllsh rur.liy code wore solidly es- 
tablisbed. That Is th-e real rugby' 
football of today. 

The An-iarican Game. 
In Canada ami the United St;ites 
rugli>' footliall has had a. peculiar 
iilsto'ry. The game in tin- Aiiu-rican 
licpuliiic and Canada are jiuit aiiout 
lis .llirerent as ehaii; is to cheese. Hoth 
liowever, are somewhat .similar to the 
I'higiisii game, tliougli the play In the 
Doiiiiuiou uioro closely resembles the 
]':iigl!sli game than that across the 
border. 

As In Kiigland tho American rugby 
gnmo had Its foundation in the' ool- 
b-gos. In 1857 the Harvard ami Vale 
iinlvprsltles fOught for supremacy 
under rules taken partly from the 
Rugby Union and partly from rules of 
their own. Tht« was nut' found sat- 



Isfnctorv and the following year found 
adopted" thc.lilngllaU rules 1(1 their 

Thls^'ivas the real foundation of the 
Iireseiil American game. Year by 
year however, the rules •were- Changed 
and 'roughness crept In.aiicl the.gtime 
becaiTic a brutal exhibition ot ferocity. 
The antagonistic brute force tactics 
were sradua-lly mlnlmi-/.ed and at the 
present time there Is much skill in the 
game, and It is most lirteresting to 
watch. Brutal exhibitions arc, how- 
ever, still witnessed, and matches are 
sometimes conducted on prize light 
lines. 

For proof of this It is only neces- 
sary to refer to the recent game be- 
Iween the Union and AA'vsleyan col- 
leges, when seventeen players were 
rendered unconscious and had to he 
removed from tin; Hold. In live cases 
the injuries were so serious that thn 
men liad to be taken in ambulances tn 
the hospital, two of them being the 
captains ot both tea-ins. 

U is I'illlcult to realize what a stren- 
uous contest 11 was, ljut when it is 
considered that one doctor attended 
till- game in ills ollicial capacity, that 
ten minutes after the start three more 
had been called in, and that the tour 
medical man kept busy during the 
balance of the game, it is easy to un- 
der.stand that rugby football, across 
the line can be the roughest kind of 
gitiiic Itnown. 

Canadian Game. 

Tho game as played In Canada i.i a 
mixture of the English and iJnited 
States rules, but it more closely ro- 
.senibles tho old country I'ules than 
docs that of the gume played in thu 
states. 

An old rugliy footballer, a Canadltm 
too, wlio learned the gam-e In South 
Africa and ha^ playM under British 
rules in several of the clubs from 
which tho historic "Sprlngbokken" 
were recruited, after witnessing a 
game In Montreal recently gave his 
iniI>resslon of the Canadian game. 
'J'iiough liW remarks may not be 
agreed with, they are as follows: 

•"I'hougli not \-et professing to tiior- 
oughlv unilerstaiiil the Canadian game 
1 ani greatly dlsapiiointed in it. 
Naturalh-, us an adherent of the old 
seb.ool of Rugli.v, 1 am liable to be 
ai-eu.a.-d of prejudice, Init not fairly, 
for .1 hoiiostly i-xpectod to lind some 
imiirovements on the old game, and 
was prepared to appreciate them. 

"Blunt, and to the point, as a foot- 
baller has the privilege of being, I 
thiiilc the Canadian gath'p Js Trotten" 
It Is uninteresting to ,\mtch and 
daugerouB to play. .; , 

"The game is apparently a conglom- 
eration of Ynnkoo football, rugby, la- 
crosse and free fight. Had orthodox 
rugby a foothold In Canada tills game 
of ours would not last a -ilngle' season. 

"A'ankee Inlluence lias undoubtedly 
Viad much to do with these changes 
ill our game. Tliey have been siioll- 
liig the game ever since they took hold 
of it, uutlll at last tliey are coninieno- 
ing to came bad; to tho fold of the 
orthodox game— notably on tharfacilic 
coaut. From what I saw on Saturdas-, 
I shouid-8n[y that Ave -Canadians would 
do well to do likewise. 

".An attempt has been made to nialce 
the game more oiieii— I saw that at a 
'■■•lanco. The attemjit is latidable, but 
H has titlerlv failed; for though the 
scrim formation puts tlic ball Into 
play fpilcklv and neatly, the body of 
men aroiimi the scrim "interfering" 
(ail innovtitlon) one another, prevents 
tin- Initiation of those brilliant back- 
pluys that are the glory ot the old 
gaiiie. In orthodox rugby tho four 
tliree-(|uarti'r backs stand well belllnd 
Iho scrim, which is covered by two 
haif-backs. Thus the .opj)oslng backs 
uro a cihislderHble distance apart — 
and whichever, side secures the ball 
from Its vlgll'int half-hacks, has a fair 
chance to get going, the possession Is 
thus a much greater advantage. 



"In our game, the baclts aire all on 
top of each other, as It -^vere, and tho 
chance of a 6fst-a-;-way Is smaller. J 

'•The scrlnl of; .today In . orthodox/ - 
rugby Is riot the pushing, shoving/ 
groaning, sweating mass It was once. 
'I'iie New Zealanders and AVelshmen 
have changed, all that. The 2-3-2 
scrim formation of tho former, ejects 
the ball almost as soon as placed, and 
the pack breaks up rapidly and joins 
In the ensuing attack, or defence, as 
the case may be. Had the orthodo-x; 
rugby been played like this in Canada, 
we would never have started tinker- 
ing with the game and spoIUng.lt With 
Improvements. 1 only BaSsr:';the- ball 
passed three times, and then only a 
single pass. Contrast this with tho 
brIlllant'Tiiahes' of itho^.three-quartera 
in any real rugbyl-t^aro. , 

"The ihalf-batck .secures from tho 
scrim— he passes: to th«i centra ; three - 
Quarter — and In a second the bade 
line is off at . racing speed before tho 
scrim has even broken up. The ball 
pa-sses rapidly from hand to hand as 
they dash onwards, nntlU they out- 
manocuver thoir opponents, and break 
through their line of defence, when 
some fleet-footed 'muddied oaf plants 
tho leather between the posts amid 
the cheers of a thoroughly excited 
crowd. 

"What liaiipens after one of our 
scrims'.' The ball is passed -bade to 
one man who punts up the Held — the 
forwards rush the kick and pile on tho 
fellow who gathers the ball. Then 
there is another scrim and some one 
punts the ball back to where . It. came 
I'lum, and so on ad nauseapt,' If this 
is iui Improvement, I do not admire 
the taste of tho man who made it. 
The system of 'Interfering' undoubt- 
edlv niake-s the gnmo rougher. In 
rugby proper, it is Illegal to obstruct 
or tackle a man who does not hold 
the ball— naturally tliis reduces the. 
number of eiiccmnters between the in- 
dividuals of each team, and .the num- 
ber of broken ribs Is therefore reduced 
to a iiiiuiimim. ^ 

"rootliall CTUnot bo made gentle — it 
Is no game for weaklings. It is a. 
rough, manly game, but vhould not bo 
brutal. The Canadian game is brutal. 
'The ethics of the game, too, are lax. 
A foul play is punished by a ten min- 
uli's' rest lu-re. It would l)anlsli a 
man from the remainder of the game, 
or jirehaps suspiuid liim for the seasoix 
or ev<-n for life- were he playing ortho- 
dox rugby. 

"With Kngland, Scotland, Ireland, 
Wal(;s, New Zealand and South Africa 
playing under uniform rules. It Is a 
pity we cannot be with them, as it 
would make .possible our participation 
In International matches with those 
countries. As we stand now, we would 
have to learn their game liofore play- 
ing them, nnd rugby cannot be learned 
i„ -.1 week — a season — or a year. AVo 
have honestly tried to improve the best 
game that over -.happened — and we 
lia\-e failed. Why not be honest and 
iulmit It 

"If we are ever going to be foot- 
ballers It will only after wo' have 
chuck overboard our crude Imita- 
tion of the real thing and mak«' up. 
the grand old. garho In real earnest 
with a few seasoned veterans from 
over the seas to show us the ropes."

TIeN BY- LLP'S 

Premiums Written to Insure 
Loss Against Damage By 
Unemployed 



..Some extraordinary premiums havo 
recently been 'written at ijloyd's to- 
gother with tho ordinary marine in- 
surance policies according to advices 
received yesterday from England. Ow- 
ing to tho uncertain state of a sec'cion 
of the population caused by unemploy- 
ment, liluyd's undvrwriter.s have been 
called upon to cover the rislc of dam- 
iigo done to many of the large retail 
shojis In British cities. Necessarily 
the premium charged is based upon 
tile problematical danger, and in no 
case is it rated very seriously. A 
rather otid insurance was done ut 
ijloyd's tiio other day, wiiether as 
covering u genuine interest, or as a 
mure gamble, w^i^ not known. It con- 
cerned thc Port of London Bill, and 
llie terms arc that in consideration 
of tile payment of a pn-mlum of 1- 
I'er cent, the undi-rwrileis will pay a 
total loss if the bill does not pass the 
third reading prior to Uec-ember 31, 
IDUS. The L'liiled States e-lections of- 
fered a fruitful source o'' speculation

LEAD MARKET HIGHER 



Prices of Some Securities at 

Better Figure Than For 
. . ■ IVIany Mbntlis 



New York, Nov., 13.— No apparent 
obstacle presented Itself to the ad- 
vanco In stocks today, except that as 
bids were ral.'^cd, there seemed to ho 
no stock for sale. Such ofterlngs as 
wore encountered were absorbed with 
ready conlldenco. Stocks which havo 
ha\-e lain dorniaiit were revived by 
putting In bids at gradually advancing 
quotations, without bringing out any 
stocks, tho result being some remark- 
able advances In the sale prices over 
preceding transactions, sometimes 
dating back, months Into the period 
of depression. All thio. served,, to feed 
the speciilatlvei • enthtislasmi;.,: which: 
was prevalent In a' hlgh'^degree.- 

It was manifestly easy' to advance 
lirlces, and the securing of fresh 'hold- 
ings Itself contributed to this end. No 
siieclal news features were dwelt upon 
to explain the demand. There was no 
ostentation about the selling, while 
the buying was done ^vlth entluiHiasni 
and with palpable Incitement to the 
advance In prices. Tho market there- 
fore took on all tho appearances of an 
excited, bull movement .The general 
proposition, iadvan'ced tho enthusi- 
asts was that a quick restoration of 
prosperity was in sight, with prospects 
uf larger returns to capital than cvei! 
before. 

United States Steel was made an 
object le.^soii for all followers of the 
prevalent speculative spirit. That 
stock forged u|)Ward to .'successive now 
record jirlces, so that each stage of 
Its advance offered an additional pro- 
lit to any inirciiaHC that-had ever been 
niad(: of"tlio stock since the formation 
of the cornpan.v. 

Its lop ligure of 58-% represented a 
rise of two points over the closing 
price last night, which in turn showed 
a gain of 1% over the closing of the 
preceding night. The expansion in 
valuation thus reiiri'sonted on the five 
mllllcjiiK and uiiwards of common 
stock sliarcs of the corporation shows 
so potent a force of absorption in the 
apiietito of capital for speculation and 
Investment as to fairly overpower the 
Imagination. It had that effect today, 
and was the dominant feature in the 
market. 

■ There were purchases of that .md 
other individual stocks by single brok- 
ers of 10,000 shares and upwards in 
many cases during the day. The large 
proportion of the day's dealings con- 
centrated In that stock and in Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific was 
significant- of a centralization of the 
forces In the speculation. Y'et the 
general demand for stocks continued 
broad and widespread, and loft jirac- 
tlcally no quarter of tho list of se- 
curities unexplolled. The room trad- 
ers caused .a slight reaction in tlie 
Una! hour of tlie session by realizing 
their day's prollts, but the advancing 
tendency was sustained with remark- 
able consistency and the closing tone 
was very strong. 

Bonds were strong and very active. 
The day's transactions were probably 
the largest for any single day In the 
history of tho., stock exchange. Total
